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Mum Katie: Already there’s a massive difference 


Boy back from 

£45,000 op

A YOUNGSTER is back from 
America after a life-changing 
operation that will 
eventually see him walk his 
first steps unaided. 

Family, friends and even 


complete strangers helped 
raise the £60,000 needed to 
send four-year-old Ronnie 


Jacob, who has cerebral 
palsy, to St Louis, Missouri, 
for pioneering surgery. 

The Christopher Rawlings 
School pupil had a vertebrae 
and damaged nerves 
removed from his spine and 
is now back in Oxfordshire 
where he has started six 
weeks of intensive 
physiotherapy to build up 
muscle strength. 

At the moment Ronnie 
cannot stand independently 
and needs a frame to walk. 

But just weeks after the 
operation, mum, Katie, has 
already seen an improvement 
in what Ronnie can do, 
including taking off his own 
socks for the first time and 
sitting crossed legged. 

Mrs Jacob, of St Mary’s 
Road, Adderbury, said: 
“Already there’s a massive 
difference in what he can do 
— although someone else 
wouldn’t notice things. 

“His range of leg 
movement has increased and 
he managed to take his own 
sock off — I was so thrilled.” 

Ronnie sees 
physiotherapists at 
Footsteps, in Warnborough, 
near Wallingford, five days a 
week for two hours a day and 
could need physiotherapy for 
up to two years. 

Hairdresser Mrs Jacob 
said: “He’s doing really well 
and working hard. 

“In four weeks he may be 
able to sit normally. 

“We don’t know when he 
will take his first steps. 

That’s a crystal ball scenario. 


There’s a lot to do before 
then — that’s the ultimate. 

“The next thing is to try to 
get him to stand 
independently, and then walk 
with sticks. 

“For us there is already a 
big difference, let alone what 
promise we have got in 
future to work hard 
towards.” 

The family spent a total of 
four weeks in the USA and 
Mrs Jacob said sending 
Ronnie for the operation was 
“terrifying” for her and her 
husband, Andrew. 

She said: “It was a tough 
first few days because he was 
in pain and he’s so young he 
didn’t really understand. 
Then his spirits started to lift 
and he was awake more. He 
took it really well. 

“After ten days he didn’t 
complain at all when I moved 
him. They were a wonderful 
team looking after him.” 

Ronnie also had a second 
unexpected operation to 
correct a lazy eye. 

The operation cost £45,000 
and the rest of the money 
will be used to pay for 
intensive physiotherapy for 
the foreseeable future. 

Members of the 
community rallied round, 
organising cake sales, a 
fashion show, a bike ride, 
jumble sales, runs, parachute 
jumps and a football match, 
which raised £7,000 alone. 

Dad Andrew sold his pride 
and joy Ford Mustang 
“Bumblebee” to raise 
another £10,000, and a 
charitable trust donated the 
final £26,000 needed to reach 
the target.

Mitchell 
responds 
in library 
wrangle 



County council leader Keith Mitchell 


COUNTY council leader 
Keith Mitchell has hit back at 
an Oxfam chief for warning 
volunteers should not run 
libraries, saying: “Surely he 
understands the country is 
broke?” 

The Oxfordshire County 
Council leader, who proposed 
closing 20 out of 43 branches, 
spoke after Oxfam trading 
director David McCullough 
said using volunteers only 
was a “bad idea”. 

The Conservative civic 
chief said: “I worry as this 
chap is apparently running a 
large business. 

“Surely he understands 
the country is broke? 

“The coalition government 
inherited a national budget 
where spending has exceeded 
income in every year since 
2001, meaning that the 
country keeps on adding to 
the national credit card. 

“We have no choice other 
than to cut public spending 
and, by doing it quickly, we 
have earned the confidence 
of those who fund our debt

and kept interest rates low 
and affordable.” 

Mr McCullough had 
spoken out, saying the 
charity had been approached 
by other councils for advice 
about using volunteers. 

He had warned: “A 
vibrant, engaged community 
starts from an investment in 
infrastructure and skills, 
which can then be 
supplemented with a willing 
volunteer base. 

“Cutting jobs for trained 
staff and hoping to fill the 
space with volunteers will 
not deliver a stable, long¬ 
term solution.” 

The council made a U-turn 
on the closure plans last 
month. 

It now wants volunteers to 
help run 22 branches, backed 
with council funding. Up to 
two-thirds of the workforce 
hours would be filled by 
volunteers in some rural 
libraries.

THE two Oxfordshire branches 
of troubled High Street fashion 
retailer Jane Norman remain 
open, despite the firm going into 
administration. In Oxfordshire 
the chain has two outlets, both 
concessions in Debenhams - 
one at Castle Quay, Banbury, 
and another in Oxford. The chain 
has 89 UK shops and appointed 
accountancy firm Zolfo Cooper 
as administrator. But there is 
hope that Jane Norman, 
established in 1952, might be 
sold quickly — with Debenhams 
and knitwear firm Edinburgh 
Woollen Mill being reported as 
possible buyers.Up to 1,600 jobs 
at the firm are at risk nationally, 
with eight in Oxfordshire. 


A 46-year-old man has been 
arrested on suspicion of affray 
after a man was punched 
several times in the face in a 
pub. The 27-year-old victim 
was assaulted at the Admiral 
Holland, in Woodgreen 
Avenue, at 5.30pm on June 10.

ashes are buried, and monitoring 
equipment for the Horton's

In just three 
months the couple hit their 
£10,000 target. 

Later Mrs Hancox became a 
fund-raising co-ordinator for 
charity Oxfordshire Stillbirth 
and Neonatal Death, Sands. 

Now, the couple have present¬ 
ed two hand-held monitors to the 
Horton Hospital’s maternity 
unit, one from Sands and a sec¬ 
ond in memory of Kayleigh. 

Mrs Hancox said: “The moni¬ 
tors were specifically requested 
by the Horton Maternity Unit — 
as they were in desperate need of 
them.”

Business chief sets 


out his priorities 


TRANSPORT, business finance 
and rural broadband are the top 
priorities for the new president of 
the Oxfordshire Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Nigel Wild believes he can put 
pressure on the Government to 
help solve many of the problems 
which hinder firms in the county. 

He said: “There is an increasing 
amount of housing in west 
Oxfordshire, for example, but we 
still have the same roads to take 
more traffic. 

“The A40 is getting worse, while 
I call the A34 “truck alley” — it 
only takes one breakdown for it to 
come to a standstill. What we need 
is a much more sustained 
approach to transport.” 

Rural bus services are also high 
on Mr Wild’s agenda to help resi¬ 
dents reduce their reliance on 
cars, while he has welcomed the 
upgrade of the Cotswold rail line 
and hopes it will provide more 
than one service a day to rural 
areas. 

Mr Wild, who runs a business 
consultancy, also wants to see 
rural broadband services upgrad¬ 


ed as a matter of urgency. 

He said: “My broadband service 
is appalling — I have a little piece 
of copper wire which makes it very 
difficult to send even a photo¬ 
graph. 

“It is amazing we are so poorly 
served in the provision of some¬ 
thing which is now such an essen¬ 
tial business tool. 

“If we are moving towards cloud 
computing, where everything is 
conducted on the internet, then we 
will need good broadband to do 
that.” 

Mr Wild said Oxfordshire had 
not been immune from the contin¬ 
uing after-effects of the recession, 
despite having a successful econo¬ 
my with many innovative firms 
and ambitious entrepreneurs. 

He added: “It is a really difficult 
climate and the basic problem is 
money. People don’t want to spend 
money and the banks are unwill¬ 
ing to lend.” 

Mr Wild plans to identify the 
needs of the county’s businesses. 

He said: “There is such a vary¬ 
ing picture. On the one hand we 
have BMW making a £500m invest¬ 


ment in the Mini plant, which is 
wonderful, and on the other we are 
losing Chamber members because 
they are going bankrupt.” 

Mr Wild said he was concerned 
about youth unemployment and 
rising tuition fees in higher educa¬ 
tion and wanted to see more 
emphasis put on apprenticeships. 

He added: “I hope to bring some 
pressure to bear on Government 


and to co-ordinate the needs of 
businesses in Oxfordshire.” 

James Hay, business manager 
for the chamber, said: “I am 
delighted we have such a commit¬ 
ted and experienced president. I 
have no doubt Nigel will make a 
strong and lasting contribution to 
the prosperity of chamber mem¬ 
bers and the wider community in 
the county.”

Woman was crushed by her own horse 

Coroner calls 


for rethink on 
rider safety 


A CORONER called for tighter 
controls at equestrian events 
after hearing how a mother-of- 
two was crushed to death by her 
own horse. 

Experienced horsewoman Jo 
Rugman was “catapaulted” 
through the air when her steed 
clipped a jump at a prestigious 
hunt event, an inquest heard. 

The 37-year-old, from Stratford 
Road, Drayton, was killed after 
her gelding, Fitzwilliam Square, 
stumbled at a relatively low fence 
and then landed on top of her. 

The horse was unhurt, but Mrs 
Rugman was left unconscious as 
her worried husband, John, and 
other bystanders raced to her 
aid. 

She was airlifted to hospital 
where doctors tried to resusci¬ 
tate her - but without success. 

A coroner, who heard that Mrs 
Rugman was wearing body pro¬ 
tector gear which was 20 years 
old and would not have been 
legal at other horse-riding 
events, said she would be calling 
on the Master of Foxhounds 
Association to review safety pro¬ 
cedures. 

Mrs Rugman had been compet¬ 
ing in the Team Chase National 
Championship Open Qualifier, 
organised by the Vale of White 
Horse Hunt, and had cleared 
three fences successfully before 
the accident. 

Fence judge Alison Jenkinson

saw the horse somersault as it hit 
the fence on the course on a farm 
outside Cirencester, on March 6 
this year. 

She said: “I heard a bang and 
watched the horse and rider fly 
through the air together.” 

Course inspector Jeanette 
Neville told the inquest that all 
the course had been thoroughly 
checked before each event. 

Mrs Neville said the jump, 
where Mrs Rugman met her 
death, had not struck her as par¬ 
ticularly “risky”. 

“I considered it safe at the 
time. I still think it was a tragic 
accident that could have hap¬ 
pened at any fence on the 
course,” she said. 

The height of the tyre fence 
was about 3ft 6in. 

The inquest heard Mrs 
Rugman had been wearing an air 
jacket, which was designed to 
activate if she was thrown from 
the horse. 

But her body protector, worn 
underneath, dated back to 1991 
and, although allowed by the 
Master of Foxhounds 
Association as meeting “current 
specifications”, manufacturer 
Lee Middleton said they were 
illegal in other events. 

But Mr Middleton told the 
inquest that because of the 


nature of Mrs Rugman’s fall, it 
was unlikely that the safety gear 
she had been wearing would 
have saved her. 

Mrs Rugman, who was secre¬ 
tary of the Warwickshire Hunt, 
was airlifted to the John 
Radcliffe Hospital, Oxford, where 
she died soon afterwards. 

Her cause of death was given 
as multiple injuries, consistent 
with a horse fall. 

Oxfordshire deputy coroner 
Alison Thompson recorded a ver¬ 
dict of accidental death and said 
she would be writing to the 
Master of Foxhounds 
Association to ask for safety pro¬ 
cedures to be looked at. 

But she said that Mrs 
Rugman’s death had not been 
caused by a safety failure and she 
did not want health and safety 
procedures to limit the enjoy¬ 
ment of hunt riders. 

“I’m going to invite them to 
review the rules and tell me 
what's happening,” she said. 

John Rugman, 40, a director at 
Pricewaterhouse Coopers, said 
his wife had always wanted to 
help others and if safety proce¬ 
dures could be reviewed follow¬ 
ing her death then he would be 
able to help riders like her. 

He said: “She loved her sport. 
She absolutely adored her team¬ 
chasing and would not want any¬ 
thing to prevent other people 
from team-chasing.”

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Medics tell of rising tide of ‘alcohol 


TWENTY-TWO people every day 
were admitted to Oxfordshire’s 
hospitals with alcohol-related 
illnesses last year, according to 
Government figures. 

Oxfordshire’s hospitals were 
faced with more than 8,000 alcohol- 
related admissions in 2009/10 and 
one expert said she was seeing 
increasing problems with younger 
people. 

The figure is almost 1,000 more 


than the year before, and does not 
include hundreds of people turning 
up weekly with drunken injuries at 
Oxfordshire’s A&E departments. 

Nationally the figure topped a 
million for the first time. 

A local consultant blamed the 
pub culture and cheap supermarket 
deals for the surge in people with 
illness associated with drinking. 

Consultant hepatologist Jane 
Collier said: “Before we would see 


people in their 40s, now we are 
seeing people in their 30s and have 
even had people with end-stage 
liver disease in their 20s. I would 
say it is placing a huge pressure on 
the NHS. 

“The supermarket culture has a 
lot to answer for. These days you 
can go into a supermarket and buy 
a litre of cider for something like 

80p.” 

A recovering alcoholic, who 


illnesses 

asked not be named, agreed that 
more could be done by the 
Government to discourage people 
from buying cheap booze. 

The 66-year-old said: “I think the 
fact that drink is so cheap does 
start the ball rolling for a lot of 
people. Having said that, alcoholics 
are addictive by nature. 

“The way I was, I probably would 
have paid any price for my next 
drink.”

£9m effort to repair frost-shattered roads 

Summer of 
roadworks

OXFORDSHIRE’S motorists face a 
summer of disruption in a desperate bid 
to avoid another winter of discontent. 

The county’s worst roads will be 
resurfaced in a £9m effort to stop them 
breaking up completely when 
temperatures drop. 

But the cash, which includes a £3.5m 
handout from central government, will 
fall well short of upgrading every street 
that needs work. 

Seventy stretches of damaged road 
will be overhauled between now and 
October. 

County engineers, responsible for a 
2,800-mile network, have prioritised 
stretches of road most susceptible to 
further damage from water, frost and 
snow. 

Cabinet member for transport Rodney 
Rose said: “They are in a state where 
holes could get bigger and break car 
wheels. 

“We need to get in before it gets to that 
stage.” 

Last week, it was revealed that county 
road conditions got worse last year after 
five years of sustained improvement. 

The regression was blamed on harsh 
winter conditions over the past two 
years and comes at a time of 
unprecedented budget cuts at County 
Hall. 

The roads maintenance budget has 
been cut by £13m - about 26 per cent - 
over the next four years. 


Mr Rose admitted the latest 
programme would fall well short of 
dealing with every stretch of road that 
needed upgrading, estimating that cost 
at £70m. 

But he was adamant the county 
would be able to meet its commitments 
on roads maintenance standards despite 
a reduction in cash. 

He said renegotiating contracts had 
helped cushion the budget cuts. 

He said: “I think Oxfordshire’s roads 
are very easy to drive on. 

“It is a job to say you are happy when 
you know you could do more, but I am 


happy with where we are. 

“We are doing what we can with the 
money we have.” 

He said engineers would also 
continue dealing with potholes as and 
when they are reported. 

Mr Rose said it was impossible to 
predict the impact another bad winter 
would have and said it would be his 
duty to call for more Government cash 
if needed. 

Last year, the county paid out more 
than £86,000 in damages claims from 
potholes, more than double the previous 
year.

TRANSFORMERS: DARK 
OF THE MOON (12A, 154 
mins) 

M egan Fox may have 
departed the 
Transformers 

franchise but the rest of the 
cast and director Michael 
Bay return for the explosive 
third chapter, which is the 
first of the series to be 
screened in 3D and IMAX 
3D. 

When the original 
Transformers blasted onto 
the big screen in 2007, the 
big-budget remake of the 
“robots in disguise”was 
enthusiastically welcomed 
by audiences, who flocked 
in their droves to a 
ridiculously entertaining, 
action-packed romp that 
balanced digital effects with 
a fairy-tale love story and a 
touching friendship 
between a teenager and his 


robot protector. In 2009, 
Transformers: Revenge Of 
The Fallen fared even better, 
orchestrating carnage on a 
grander scale as menacing, 
power-hungry Megatron 
(voiced by Hugo Weaving) 
led a Decepticon invasion. 

So there is a lot of money 
and expectation riding on 
the third instalment, 
Transformers: Dark Of The 
Moon, which reveals more 
secrets about the robots and 
their history with the 
human race. 

In the late 1960s, a 
Cybertronian spacecraft 
crash-lands on the Moon 
sparking a race between the 
Americans and the 
Russians to be the first to 
reach the satellite and 
examine the wreckage. 

During a TV blackout, the 
crew of Apollo 11 retrieves 
an important artefact from 
the spacecraft and returns it 


to Earth, unaware that more 
than 40 years later, the 
secrets of the device will 
spark a titanic battle 
between the Autobots and 
the Decepticons for control 
of Earth. 

As usual, Sam Witwicky 
(Shia LaBeouf) is caught in 
the eye of the storm, joined 
by pretty new love interest, 
Carly (Rosie Huntington- 
Whiteley). 

While Optimus Prime 
(voiced by Peter Cullen), 
Bumblebee and the 
Autobots risk their lives to 
protect the humans from 
annihilation, field 
commanders Major Lennox 
(Josh Duhamel) and USAF 
Master Sergeant Epps 
(Tyrese Gibson) lead US 
military forces in a last-gasp 
assault on the Decepticons, 
comprising Megatron and 
his terrifying menagerie of 
armour-plated predators.
